GRAND MARSHAL BOWEN STARTING THE GREAT LABOR PARADE TODAY. 


20,000 Workinpen, Representing 90 Unions, Pass in Review 


in Gay Regalia, With Magnificent floats Typical 


of Their Trades. 


The greatest procession which has ever 


taken place in thU city was that In honor 
of labor D»y which paraded the strejts 
of the business lection thig morning.

EASY FOR OFFICERS. 


At various distances along the line of 


march outalda the business district where 
there were no wires extended, there were 
detklls of poiiof but they had even leu 
than the men in the heart of town to do 
In the matter of -preserving order. 


At times the line came to a halt. This 


was not, however, 'because of some defect 
In the formation but for the purpose of 
.affording some of the older men in the' 
several unions who are not accustomed 
to walking, to take a rest. This was an 
excellent Idea and was appreciated iiy ev- 
ery, perton in line. 


In this connection it may be stated 
that the procession wa* handled In a 
masterly Banner by Grand Marshal Bow- 
en and fill asslatantx, and in this respect 
It waa without a peer in the history of 
•Imilsr display* In this part of the State.

'OF GREAT MAGNITUDE. * 


At last their time arrived to join in tlxe 


pog~eant. 
On each of the streets extend- 


ing from Clay for a. mile or more west 
there were unions massed which formed 
a procession In themselves so that the 
magnitude of that marching host may be 
Imagined. 


One year ago there were about 3500 


men In the labor procession, and today 
there were twenty thousand men in the 
same parade. 
This Is a fair way of 


showing how the city of Oakland has ad- 
vanced in industrial activity as well aa 
In every other walk of development. 


LINE OF MARCH. 


The line of march was aa follows: 


From Eighth and. Market streets thence 
northerly along "Washigton to Fourteenth, 
thence westerly along Fourteenth to Clayf 
thence northly on Clay to San Pablo ave- 
nue,; thence northerly on San Pablo ave- 
nue to Jones street, thence, easterly to 
Tolegrapfr 'avenue,, thence northerly on 
Telegraph avenue to Twenty-first-,street, 
thence easterly on Twenty-^rst street ,to 
New - Broadway, 
thence southerly 
on 


Broadway to Seventh and ; Broadway, 
where there w;is a countermarch to 
Brodawar and Twentieth street, where 
th*e procession, disbanded.

FLAG SALUTES. 


As the right of 'the column reached the 
gr«at flagpole on the gore at the Inter- 
section of "Telegraph'avenue and Broad- 
way the flag on the staff broke out to its 
fullest by a breeze from the bay. and so 
remained during th« .passing of the col- 
umn.

It is asserted a Sutler-street-car broke 
through the Una of parade. A mob fol- 
lowed the car and attacked It The mo- 
torman-. believing, that his life was .In 
danger, opened fire and wounded Bow- 
man. A block farther up an inspector 
wa* attacked by the mob. He was Sud- 
denly struck in the faoe. and then ran 
from hi* awallairU. They followed him 
and near the corner of Sut'ter and Mar- 
ket streets overtook him. He pulled a 
pistol and aimed at Peterson. Tho In- 
spector opened fire and shot the man, 
through the groin. Six shots were fired. 


A riot call was sent In to the police 


and ftr» departments, and a faro* of 
•aHo* ottoer* and Omnen w*r» •eon o* 


ing were arrested, but sveral rioters who 
were nelzed by the police were released. 


The ears of the United Railroad*'h*4

It is refreshing <o hear a note of clear common senw rising 


»bove th« clamor of falsehood and •town of viKficatioa. Professor 
Henry Morse Stephens of the State University ha» voked a protest 
against the incessant muckraking and muckthrowing both' timely 
and forcible.

Even the 
keer, sense of humor and broad good temper which formerly charac- 
terized the people of Sa» Francisco appear to have disappeared ia 
the stress of calamity and the «tern Ia1>or of repairing the ravages of 
disaster. 


However, it is needful that something te done to prevent graft 


hunting becoming a craze, particolarly when notorious grafters are 
heading the hunt. It Is high time that a sense of proportion be re- 
stored, and the normal activities of Hfe be given, a chance. 
The 


local press is doing infinite harm by educating the public in evil 
thinking and evil speaking by making the people believe there ia a 
burglar under every bed and a criminal in every business man. 
Professional muckrackers have been specially imported to defame 
the city and its inhabitants. The craze for picturing the entire 
community as corrupt and revelingjn infamous crimes has gone so 
far that one wandering inkhorn of defamation has attacked the 
integrity of en -'re nationalities and assailed the honesty of a religious 
body comprising nearly half the inhabitants, of the city. 


If the locul newspapers are to be credited, a war for the 


possession of the city is being waged between gods and demons. 
The sober realities of life are spurned a<i matters of umvorth or 
the vain frettings of ignorance and vice. The processes of the law 
have become abnormal, the procedure of the courts extraordinary, 
and the remedies applied revolutionary. The orderly methods of 
the past have been discarded as obselete, outworn and impotent.

A \\ ashington dispatch says the President is receiving alarming

California Orange-Growers to 
Invade European Markets. 


California is still a land of surprises in the development and dis- 


position of its products 
One of the latest developments is that of 


shipping oranges early in the season to the European markets 
An 


English syndicate i-, represented to be responsible for the scheme. 
It is proposed to ship tramloads of-the fruit 
direct to Galveston 


whence it will be put aboard Specially chartered steamships for quick 
transportation to Europe 


The scheme grows out of the necessity of opening new markets 


for the product of the citrus groves of the southern counties to ac- 
commodate the steadily increasing volume'of the 
crop and the 


expansion of the area devoted to citrus culture and to compensate 
for the loss of those markets from which the orange growers of the 
south ha\e been crowded out by the citrus culturists of the northern 
and central part of the State. That an English syndicate should 
have inaugurated the new venture is not altogether surprising, as 
many of thje larger orange groves in Riverside county are owned by 
Englishmen and the industry has readied such a stage that some new 
field other than the eastern and mid-western cities must be opened 
for the market of the continuously increasing surplus. 


The California apple orchards have -for some years past been 


Isuppljing the British and European and Eastern markets in com- 
petition with the once famous apple orchards of New England and 
the apple producing countries in Great Britain 
This State has also 


been supplying the Eastern and British markets with many other 
fruits in the production of which its orchards excel. Of late many 
kinds of vegetables, such as asparagus, celery, cabbages, cauliflower, 
onions and other products of the track farms and gardens have 
found their way to remote markets in the Eastern States and 
abroad, where they have obtained quick sale at high prices, as they 
anticipate by several \\eeks other sources of supply and grtatly excel 
in quality. Alameda county figures conspicuously in the shipment 
-abroad of some of these products, while the seed growers of Santa 
Clara \alley have been suppl>ing the world for twenty years or 
more with onion and other vegetable seeds. 


But the particularly notable feature of the proposed invasion 


of the British and European winter markets by the California orange 
growers is contained in the fact that they will come in direct com- 
petition with the products ofthe Mediterranean, the Azores, the Cape 
Verde Isles and the Canary Islands. Madeira oranges have prac- 
tically controlled these markets in the past, but it is believed that 
the superior size and seedless character of the navel oranges of the 
California groves will result in as successful a competition against 
the importations from other sources as they waged in the markets 
of the Eastern States against the Florida crop.

Japan's Exclusion of Chinese. 


Japan is about to administer a dose of exclusion medicine to 


its neighbor and, in a very broad sense, its ward China. The con- 
tractors engaged in constructing the Kagoshima and Higo Railway 
imported a large number of Chinese coolies to build the road, 
overlooking or ignoring the exclusion laws of Japan, which prohibit 
the admission of foreign laborers without imperial sanction. The 
latter was not obtained ?nd in all probability the contractors will 
have to deport the coolies at their own expense, for the Japanese 
government has an eye single to the industrial interests of its own 
people. 


When the United States administered a similar dose of ex- 


clusion medicine to Japan it gagged wkhoijt reason. If an ex- 
clusion* remedy to prevent the overrunning of the Japanese archi- 
pelago with China's surplus coolie labor is the^proper thing to pre- 
vent undue competition with its own laboring classes and their 
degradation to a lower state than they now occupy, which would 
surely be the consequence in the event unrestricted Chinese immi- 
gration were tolerated, it can have no reasonable grievance against 
any friendly nation which prescribes the same course of treatment 
to prevent the entry of the coolie subjects of the Mikado to its 
domain for like reason. Japan's course in excluding Chinese coolies 
must logically break down its opposition to the exclusion of Japanese 
coolies from United* States territory.'

>roduction of the riches out of which are 
>ald here In America the highest wage 
n the world. 


'Through many an anxious day an 


many a wakeful night these men ha' 
>lanned and prosecuted the groat enter 
irises which have developed the wealt 
of the nation and have given employmen 
to millions of men. 
Let them have 


liberal share of that wealth so long 
that Is the Incentive whteh sOBinlate 
them to useful activity. 
L«t them hav* 


wealth so long as it Is honestly acquired 
through enterprises that benefit the whole 
community. 
The riches they amass and 


call their own are seldom spent In ex- 
travagance and luxury upon themselves, 
but are put back Into new Industries to 
produce more wealth and give employ- 
ment to more men. 


THUS CAPTAIN*. 


"The true captain of Industry Is the 


general of our Industrial army.

Or- 
ganisation In unions, organizations of 
capital, all organizations which tend to 
make human effort more effective, to 
increase and not 
to curtail the pro- 


duction of wealth are of advantage to 
mankind. 


"Labor unions are valuable not only 


to their own members-; but to the whole 
community. 


••Farmers' unions are valuable not only 


to their own members, but to tho whole 
community. And honest, latt-abldtng or- 
ganizations of capital are valuable not 
only to their own stockholder* sot to tb* 
whole community. 


"Of course, capitalistic combinations In 


restr»int of trade, and In tho establish- 
ment of monopoly, are not combinations 
for production, but for extortion, and 
activity of tBis charaoter Is not Industry, 
but robbery. 
><• 
•There Is the same difference between 


legitimate organisation and criminal oora- 
btnatlon as there is* between commerce 
and piracy, between houS*-buHdln»- and 
hoase-breaklng. 
"But united effort Is always^ more ef- 


fective than distracted effort, and or- 
ganization and combination may be said 
to be beneficial whenever their objects 
ar* legitimate. 


PUHPOBE OF UNION*. 


"The main purpose ot labor unions Is 


to »ecure co»ft»rt*ble eonHIJoo* and ade- 
quate compansstlon for the wage-earners. 
Those aro propor purpose*, and tabor 
unions, to securing" a Jtttt 
profit, compel an equitable distribution 
of wealth. 
"The main objects ot farmers' unions is 


to secure proper recognition and adequate 
compensation for those who produce the 
.inossiliT ot Uf*. Thorn an honorable 
objects, and farmers' unions, in 
Ushlng a proper prlc* for their tovaluabl* 


compel an eatable dtstisfcs- 


ulldlng on that block I pay out thou- 
lande- of dollar* to bricklayers and thou- 
ands of dollar) to Ironworkers and thou- 
sands ot dollars to carpenter* -and ptal- 
erers and plumbers, and that money Is 
•pent by hundreds of men for hundreds 
ot families In food and clothing and sup- 
plies and Tent-<-fn necessities arid'fus- 
uries and amusements, and the whole 
community is benefited. 
Prosperity for 


the working classes means prosperity for 
th* oommerotal classes. It means pros- 
perity for rot «s a newspaper man. It 
means prosperity for every business man. 


LEGITIMATE OBJECT. 


"The legitimate object ot honest com- 


binations of capital is to unite wealth 
of many individuals In one great enter- 
prise and to distribute the profits of the 
enterprise among the many Investors. By 
means of such combinations operations 
are conducted on a scale that would be 
beyond th* power of any single indlvld- 
a. 
"Moat of the great works of the coun- 
try have been constructed by the com- 
bined capital of thousands of men, and 
many of these works would never have 
3sen completed' in such magnitude, or, 
at all, if they had depended upon the 
limited resources of a few men. 


"The effectiveness of combinations of 


capital Is seen In their enormous power 
for good and their menace lies In the 
misuse of that enormous power for evil. 


•There I* no greater danger to our 


form of government, to- our popular 
rights and our public morals than 
the 


corrupt use of great power ot corporate 
wealth. 


'In San Francisco a Mayor was elected 


some six years ago who for four years 
conducted his office with great credit to 
himself and satisfaction to his fellow 


en. 
"After the great fire certain greedy 


publlo service corporations saw In that 
dread disaster merely an opportunity to 
loot a helpless city. They set to work 
with full Intent to debauch the city gov- 
ernment and plunder the city of its pub- 
lic property. 


"Unhappily, the Mayor tell, and many 


others fell. Hundreds of thousands ot 
dollars were distributed in bribes to se- 
cure profitable, but dishonest privileges. 


"The pillage was becoming a riot when 


the District Attorney's office stepped In 
to protect the city and prosecute the 
mtlef actors.

"You hear much today of how a Mayor 


of San Francisco has fallen, but you 
hear llttl* of how powerful public servloe 
corporations tempted a wretched human 
being with great wealth and brought a 
once respected man to ruin and disgrace.
